Draw Fire 

Partisan divide grows over 
trying suspects near WTC 

WASHINGTON I Bringing those accused in 
the Sept. 11 attacks to New York for trial 
would increase the security threat to the 
city and give radical Islamists a platform to 
propagate their ideology, former New York 
mayor Rudy Giuliani said Sunday. 

Giuliani’s view that the Obama admin- 
istration is erring in trying Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed and four others near the site 
of the World Trade Cen- 
ter was echoed by other 
Republicans on the Sun- 
day news programs. 

Republicans argued 
that the five are war crim- 
inals and should be tried 
in the military tribunals 
where other Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, detainees will be judged. 

“What the Obama administration is tell- 
ing ... is that both in substance and reality 
the war on terror, from their point of view, 
is over,” Giuliani said. Moving the case to a 
civilian court, he said, “seems to be an over- 
concern with the rights of terrorists and a lack 
of concern for the rights of the public.” 

Democrats defended the decision of 
Attorney General Eric Holder to try the five 
in New York, where more than 2,000 civil- 
ians were killed on Sept. 11, 2001. If some- 
one murders Americans in this country, 
they should be tried in the U.S., said Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., chairman of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, (ap)

Legislators: Transfer 
of detainees to prison 
would bring new jobs 

CHICAGO I Gov. Pat Quinn and U.S. 
Sen, Dick Durbin on Sunday tried 
to build support and counter criti- 
cism ofa propos- 
al to sell a prison 
in rural Illinois 
to the federal 
government to 
house Guantan- 
amo Bay detain- 
ees and Other 
inmates. 

Federal officials are expected 
to visit the maximum security 
Thomson Correctional Center, 
about 150 miles west of Chicago, 
on Monday. 

Both Quinn and Durbin said 
the possibility of selling the prison 
to the federal government was a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
help create about 3,000 jobs. 

“We have an opportunity to 
bring thousands of good-paying 
jobs to Illinois when we need them 
the most,” Durbin said at a news 
conference in Chicago, one of sev- 


eral Illinois stops Sunday. 

Thomson has been largely 
vacant since its construction in 
2001 because of budget woes. The 
prison was built with 1,600 cells, 
but only about 200 minimum secu- 
rity inmates are held there. 


Durbin said fewer than 100 of 
the inmates at Thomson would 
be Guantanamo Bay detainees 
if the Federal Bureau of Prisons 
buys the facility. Federal officials 
would even erect a more secure 
perimeter around the prison to 


beef up security, he added. 

Local and state officials will 
be at Thomson on Monday for 
an inspection by the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons and Depart- 
ment of Defense representatives.

ANCHORAGE, ALASKA | Alaska Gov. 
Sean Parnell says he has the best 
interest of polar bears at heart, but 
he doesn’t intend to let the federal 
government’s expanded protec- 
tion for bears get in the way of the 
state’s continued prosperity. 

Like his predecessor, Sarah 
Palin, the governor is suing the 
federal government to overturn the 
listing of the iconic symbol of the 
Arctic as a threatened species, a 
move made last year that he thinks 
could threaten Alaska’s lifeblood:

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Dobbs: CNN Spilt ‘Amicabie’ 


Host considering run 
for office after abrupt 
exit from news station 

NEW YORK I Lou Dobbs says he 
doesn’t feel like he was pushed out 
of CNN, the cable television news 
organization where he worked for 
all but two years of its existence 
until last Wednesday. 

“I don’t know if people will 
believe it, but we had a very ami- 
cable parting on the best of terms,” 
he said in an interview over the 
weekend. “I spent 29 years there 
building that company, and I wish 
everyone there nothing but the 
best, and they have reciprocated 
with me.” 

He announced his resignation 
on his evening show, “Lou Dobbs 
Tonight,” finished the newscast 
and walked out of CNN.

It’s hard to know whether the 
abruptness or the lack of rancor 
surrounding the exit was more 
noteworthy. Dobbs’ outspokenness 
had made him a political target, 
particularly from Latino groups — 


so much so that there were parties 
celebrating Dobbs’ departure over 
the weekend. 

Dobbs said he will take weeks 
— perhaps months — to sift 
through ideas before deciding his 
next step. 

The future could include jour- 
nalism. He said his separation 
agreement didn’t have a non-com- 
pete clause, something TV news 
organizations frequently use to 
keep people off the air for a while. 
Dobbs denied reports that he had 
met with Fox News chief Roger 
Ailes or had talked to anyone at 
Fox about a job. 

A run for public office also 
interests him. 

“I know certain things that 
are immutable, and one of them 
is that I’m going to be engaged 
in the public arena,” Dobbs said.

U.S. Charities Fear 
Hoiiday Letdown 


Survey indicates there 
won’t be an increase 
in giving at year’s end 

SEATTLE I American charities have 
weathered a significant drop in 
giving this year, and while they’re 
hoping for a holiday miracle, a 
recent survey shows they will 
probably see a decrease in year- 
end generosity. 

In light of the economic down- 
turn, only 38 percent of Americans 
say they are more likely to give a 
charitable gift as a holiday present 
this year, compared to 49 percent 
last year, according to a survey 
conducted by Harris Interactive 
to be released Monday. 

Some of the biggest U.S. char- 
ities say they are budgeting for a 
disappointing Christmas. 


The survey indicates they are 
prudent to not raise their expec- 
tations for now. The survey did 

find, however, 

that 74 percent of 
Sk Americans plan 
to increase their 
charitable giving 
once the economy 
improves.

President is expected 
to raise human rights 
issues on China visit 

S H A N G H A 1 1 Arriving in China for a 
three-day visit. President Obama 
finds himself under the micro- 
scope on whether he intends to 
take up the issue of human rights 
with Beijing more directly than 
he has so far. 

In addition to the economic 
issues that dominated the presi- 
dent’s earlier stops in Tokyo and 
Singapore, which will also loom 
large in China, Obama has to jug- 
gle America’s own self-image as a 
champion of liberty and China’s 
steadfast resistance to outside 
meddling in its affairs. 

Human rights activists have 
been alarmed by Obama’s deli- 
cate approach to date. In Octo- 
ber, he became the first president 
in nearly two decades not to meet 


with the Dalai Lama during a 
visit to Washington by the exiled 
Tibetan leader. 

In the most significant address 
of his eight-day Asia trip, in Japan 
on Saturday, Obama did not men- 
tion Tibet or Xinjiang, two minor- 
ity regions of China that have been 
racked by particularly serious pro- 
tests and severe crackdowns over 


the past two years. 

But Obama did call for the 
release of Burmese dissident leader 
Aung San Suu Kyi, who has spent 
most of the past 20 years either in 
jail or under house arrest. Obama 
repeated the demand Sunday in 
front of the Burmese prime minis- 
ter at an economic summit in Sin- 
gapore. He made the appeal just 


hours before leaving Singapore for 
China, which has long had close 
diplomatic, business and military 
ties with the Burmese junta. 

Obama flew on Sunday night to 
Shanghai, where he was scheduled 
to hold a town hall- style meeting 
with university students on Mon- 
day morning. 

From Shanghai, Obama heads 
to Beijing, where he will hold meet- 
ings with Chinese President and 
Communist Party boss Hu Jin- 
tao on Monday night and Tues- 
day morning. Obama is expect- 
ed to raise human rights issues 
directly in those meetings, said

Baghdad Bounces 
Back With Bingo 


Fun-seekers return 
to soeial elub as Iraqi 
eapital embraees ealm 

BAGHDAD | It’s Saturday night at 
the Alwiyah Club, and 21-year-old 
Sarah al-Kimackchy is doing the 
hip thing — playing bingo. 

The streets outside may still 
not be as safe as they once were, 
and the occasional bombing still 
rips through Baghdad, but al-Ki- 
mackchy is here with her family 
and fixated on her game. 

After years of bombings and 
killings, Baghdad’s 85-year-old elite 
social club is making a comeback 
— and there’s no better evidence of 
that than the open bar, the deafen- 
ing Arabic pop music and the Sat- 
urday night bingo games that draw 
hundreds of fun-seekers. 

While it is only a small snap-

It continued to thrive under 
Saddam Hussein until the early 
1990s, when the dictator cut the 
country’s booze supply. 

After the 2003 U.S.-led inva- 
sion, the Alwiyah started rebuilding 
itself, said Kadam Mokdady, vice 
president of the club. The turning 
point was 2008, when violence in 
Iraq dropped dramatically. 

“It wasn’t really a family club as 
such until 2008,” said Mokdady. 
“Since then, it has become almost 
back to normal.” rebecca santana (ap)

Stalled Talks Frustrate Palestinians 


Top negotiator plans 
appeal to U.N. to baek 
an independent state 

JERUSALEM I A Palestinian drive 
to ask the U.N. Security Council 
to endorse a state unilaterally, 
put forward by a top negotiator 
Sunday, appeared to be more an 
expression of frustration with U.S. 
and Israeli policies and stalled 
peace talks than a real effort to 
go it alone. 


A resolution for a Palestinian 
state could face a veto from the U.S., 
Israel’s main ally But if the Security 
Council approved it, consequences 
could be even more severe. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu rejected the move, 
warning Israel would retaliate. 

“There is no substitute for nego- 
tiations between Israel and the 
Palestinians,” Netanyahu said in 
a speech at the Saban Forum in 
Jerusalem Sunday evening, say- 
ing he wanted a full peace agree-

Then he warned, “Any unilat- 
eral action would only unravel the 
framework of agreements between 
us and can only lead to one-sided 
steps on the part of Israel.” 

He did not elaborate further, 
but an Israeli legal expert said if 
the Palestinians move ahead by 
themselves, Israel would be within 
its rights to cancel interim peace 
accords, which regulate daily life 
between the two sides. 

The Palestinians are upset over 
the continued expansion of Israeli 
settlements in the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem, and are disap- 


pointed with the U.S. failure to 
put pressure on Israel to halt the 
construction. 

The lack of progress led Pales- 
tinian President Mahmoud Abbas 
to threaten to quit politics earlier 
this month. 

But last week, election officials 
postponed the vote indefinitely, 
saying that the militant Islamic 
Hamas’ control of the Gaza Strip 
made it impossible to proceed. 
In the West Bank Sunday, offi- 
cials in Abbas’ Fatah Party said 
they would meet next month 
to extend his term indefinitely.

Use the Card, Check It Twice

NEW YORK I Your new frugal life- 
style is about to be tested by the 
biggest consumer challenge of the 
year — holiday shopping. 

For many, part of the strategy 
for keeping on budget includes 
leaving the credit cards at home 
and using a debit card at the check- 
out instead But before heading 
out to the stores with debit card 
in hand, make sure you under- 
stand the risks. Relying on a card 
that links directly to your bank 
accounts could create more finan- 
cial problems than high interest 
rates if the card is lost or stolen. 

If you decide to use a debit card 
for gift spending, it’s important to 
keep close tabs on your card and 
your accounts to reduce the chanc- 
es that you’ll become a victim of 
identity theft. Here are some tips 
to keep your money safe this holi- 
day season and year-round. 


Empty Your Wallet 

Pickpocketing increases during 
the holidays. Make sure you aren’t 
carrying any cards you don’t need, 
and keep those at home in a secure 
location. 

Keep Your Card in Sight 

Don’t use your debit card in places 
such as restaurants or bars, where 
it’s taken away to process the trans- 
action, There’s a bigger chance that 


it could be put through a “skimmer,” 
a device thieves use to read the infor- 
mation on the card. Even when a 
purchase is handled in front of you, 
be alert for unusual behavior such as 
multiple swipes of your card. 

Be Cautious With ATMs 

Freestanding, non-bank ATMs are 
more vulnerable than those located 
at bank branches. And even bank 
machines can have skimming 


devices attached. These devices 
vary from plastic gadgets slipped on 
top of the card slot to fake ke5^ads. 
Thieves may also plant tiny camer- 
as in hard-to-notice spots to record 
your PIN number as you punch it 
in. If something seems unusual, 
don’t use the machine. 

Protect Your PIN 

Take a look around to make sure 
no one is watching before using an 
ATM or entering your PIN, said 
Gregory B, Meyer of Meriwest 
Credit Union in San Jose, Calif 
Cover your hand if you must. 

Check Your Balances 

It’s hard to prevent fraud from 
occurring, but vigilance can catch 
a problem before it balloons out 
of control, said Robert Reh, chief 
information officer for Nassau 
Financial Federal Credit Union in 
Westbury, N.Y. If there are suspect 
transactions, contact your bank 
or credit union right away. You’re 
more likely to be covered for any

Because while Gaga has made 
a name for herself with wacky out- 
fits and blood-splattered perfor- 
mances, Shakira’s third English 
studio album is quite possibly 
the most bizarrely catchy thing 
we’ve heard all year.

with panting, driven by an elec- 
tropop sound masterminded by 
the Neptunes and chock-full of 
lyrics about doing the nasty, this 
is not an album you want to play 
in the car with your mom.

If you haven’t heard the 
song by now, then you live under 
a rock — infectiously danceable 
and wonderfully funky, the song 
takes disco and smacks it on the 
head, rejuvenating the much-hated 
genre with a sense of puppy-like

playfulness. 

There are lots of moans on the 
album — like on the thumpingly 
tribal “Long Time,” which has the 
Neptunes using pounding drums 
and yelled call-and-response 
sections to channel some ethnic 
flair; and on the bass-heavy, very 
Middle-Eastern-sounding “Why 
Wait,” on which Shakira assures 
her lover, “There’s nothing in the 
world/You can think of/That I 
won’t do to you.” 

As soon as the Neptunes are out 
of the production picture, though, 
“She Wolf” takes a turn for the 
worse. First, there’s the weirdly 
Matt Damon-bashing “Men in This 
Town,” in which Shakira angrily 
proclaims, “The good ones are gone 
or not able/And Matt Damon’s not 
meant for me/Damon’s not meant 
for me, dammit!” If that random 
burst against Will Hunting wasn’t 
enough, the song then breaks down 
into a random rapping section, 
where Shakira spits “I’m so fresh. 
I’m so clean” over and over again, 
and ends with some totally unlis- 
tenable high-pitched lyrics about 
how “It’s a suicide waiting all this 
time.” Four minutes of your life 
you won’t get back. 

If it weren’t for Pharrell and 
CO., “She Wolf’ would be nothing 
more than a hodgepodge of ran- 
dom tracks — thanks to the Nep- 
tunes, however, the album is quite 
certainly one of the most ferocious 
of the year. Put the she wolf back 
in the closet during most of the 
album’s second half, and you’ll be 
fine.

Justin Bieber earns 
the love of his peers 
as his infectious pop 
makes global waves 

Q&A I A year ago, Justin Bieber 
was a kid from Toronto who had 
a gift for singing sweet-natured 
covers of Usher hits. Today, Bie- 
ber could be the biggest tween 
heartthrob in music. After sign- 
ing with Island Records, with the 
support of his mentor. Usher, the 
15-year-old released his debut 
single, “One Time,” in the sum- 
mer and almost instantly turned 
his online audience into an army 
of dedicated fans. 

“Bieber mania,” as his manage- 
ment now calls it, has spread so 
quickly that NBC says more than 
2,000 people attended his Oct.

With his debut album, “My 
World,” due out tomorrow, Bieber 
reflects on his whirlwind of a year, 
the experience of recording and 
co-writing his album, and how he 
stays connected with fans. 

When did you first think you 
might have a talent for music? 

I’ve always loved music, especially 
percussion. ... I’m a big fan of Tra- 
vis Barker. My mom bought me 
my first drum kit when I was 4 
because I was banging on every- 
thing around the house, even 
couches. I picked up the guitar 
when I was 6 and taught myself to 
play, but I didn’t really start sing- 
ing until I was 10.

Your first three singles are about 
young love. What are the rest of 
the “My World” songs like? 


Most are about love and stuff that 
girls can appreciate, but I also 
co-wrote a song called “Down 
to Earth.” It’s a ballad about the 
feelings I had when my parents 
split up and how I helped my 
family get through it. I think a 
lot of kids have had their parents 
split up, and they should know 
that it wasn’t because of some- 
thing they did. I hope people can 
relate to it. 

Do you still keep up with your 
fans on YouTube? 

Oh, definitely. I think the Inter- 
net is the best way to reach your 
fans. A couple of years back, art- 
ists didn’t have that tool, so why 
not use it now? I’m also on Face- 
book, and my fans got togeth-
